The postmasters of 
the rural districte are now being called 
upon to assist in enfore.ag the require- 
ments as to packing. Wherever possible 
the country postmasters are being given 
object lessons in the proper packing of 
all sorts of food shipments. 

They are instructed to refuse parcels 
not properly packed. As the system is 
now working, perishable ghipments rare- 
ly remain in the custody of the postal of- 
ficials more than twenty-four hours. It 
is rare that a package of farm produce is 
kept in the receiving office ovér night. 

“In many cases it has been found pos- 
sible to ship from the farm in the morn- 
ing and deliver at the city home in the 
evening before dinner.“

Germans Pound Antwerp Forts. 

Throughout last night and today huge 
German .siege guns continued to pound 
the forts of this city with sledge hammer 
blows.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 1—[Special.}— 
With the understanding that the govern- 
ment shipping bill be considered imme- 
diately upon reconvening, President WIl- 
son gave his consent today to an adjourn- 
ment of congress until after election.

BEHIND THE LINES BY SENLIS 
AND CHANTILLY, Sept. 16—I have 
pasesd through a smiling land to a land 
wearing the mask of death; through har- 
vest fields rich with great stacks snugly 
builded against the winter to the fields 
of a braver harvest; by jocund villages 
where there is no break in the ebb and 
flow of everyday life to villages and towns 
that despoiling hands have shattered in 
ruins. 

And I have passed up this Via Dolorosa 
toward the very harvesting itself—toward 
those great plains stretching away onthe 
banks of the River Aisne, where the sec- 
ond act of this drama of battles is at this 
moment being played. 

~o 
Details of this fight, which, as I write, 
reaches its third day of duration, are very 
scanty, but partly from personal observa- 
tion and partly from information which 
has reached me I know that the struggle 
so far has been a terrible one, equal to, if 
not greater than, the N on the 
banks of the Marne. 

The events of Monday revealed a foe 
battling desperately for his life; and this 
defense of Gen. von Kluck’s army de- 
manded of the allies, and is demanding, 
their utmost strength and determination. 


>: 

Picture this battlefield which before 
these lines are printed will assuredly 
have taken its place with that of the 
Marne as one of the greatest combats of 
the greatest war. Through the middle of 
it fows the great river, passing from the 
east to the west. The banks of the river 
here are very steep. Above the plain, 
which sweeps away from the ‘northern 
bank, rises the “‘ massif" of Laon. It is 
an ideal area for great movements and 
for artillery work directed upon the val- 
ley of the river. Pass eastward a little, 
there are the heights behind theccity of 
Reims and above the Vesle, a tributary 
of the Aisne. Here again nature has 
builded a stronghold easy to defend, ek 
ficult exceedingly to attack. 

I know of heroic work against these 
great lines, work that will live with the 
most momentous of this struggle, I 
know of smashing attacks the thought of 
which takes one’s breath away.

It is impos- 
sible adequately to describe the scenes 
which I have witnessed on the line of the 
great retreat, but here and there events 
have had place, which, im truth, cry to the 
heaven for report. Of such is the grim 
story of Senlis. 

I spent many hours in Senlis this after- 
noon and I will recount that story as I 
saw it and as I heard it from those who 
lived through the dreadful procession of 
days. On Saturday, Sept. 5, the Germans 
reached this beautiful old cathedral town 
and entered into occupation. They issued 


upon them to submit and to offer no sort 
of resistance on pain of severe reprisals. 
eo 

But the inhabitants of Senlis had al- 
ready tasted the bitter draft of Ger- 
man war making. The people had be- 
come bitter to the point of losing care of 
their owm safety. They were reckless, 
driven to distraction. 

Bitter was the price exacted for this 
recklessness! The trouble began on 
Tuesday of last week when, exasperated 
beyond measure by the insolence of the 
invaders, a brave tobacconist declared to 
a couple of the Prussians: “ I serve men, 
not builies.”” He followed his words with 
a blow delivered flercely from the shoul- 
der. 

The infuriated soldiers dragged him 
from his shop and nurled him on his 
knees in front of the door. Hie wife rush- 
ed out shrieking for mercy. Mercy! As 
well ask it ofa stone! A shot rang out. 
„„ eR ik Mar and wife 
lay dead. 

Immediately the news of this murdereus 
act flew through the town. Outraged 
and furious, the conquerors marched in- 
stantly to the house of the mayor—their 
hostage—and arrested him. They con- 
veyed him without a moment’s delay to 
the military headquarters, where he was 
imprisoned for the night. On Wednesday 
morning a court martial sat to decide his 
fate. A few minutes later this brave man 
paid for the indiscretion of his people 
with his life, dying splendidly. | 

—— 

And then guns were turned on this town 
of Hving men and women and children. 
Shells crashed into the houses, into the 
shops, into the station. At Chantilly, 
seven kilometers away, the amazed in- 
habitants saw a great column of black 
smoke curl up into the air; they guessed 
the horrible truth. Senlis was burning. 
The work, however, was interrupted. 
At midday the glad tidings were heard 
“The Tureos are here.“ Within the 
hour broken and blazing Senlis was re- 
relieved and rescued. The Turcos pursued 
and severely punished the enemy. 

Today these streets are terrible to look 
upon. House after house has been shat- 
tered to pileces—broken to a pile of stones. 
One of the small turrets of the cathedral 
has been demolished, and a rent has been 
torn in the stone work of the tower. The

“I went through street after street, 
square after square, and I found every 
house entirely destroyed with all its con- 
tents. It was not the result of bombard- 
ment; it was systematic destruction. In 
each house a separate bomb had been 
placed which had blown up the interior 
and set fire to the contents. 

„What had happened at Termonde was 
similar to what had happened in other 
parts of Belgium under the military Oc- 
cupation of Germany. 

„The whole life of the nation has been 
arrested. Food supplies which would 
ordinarily reach the civilian population 
are being taken by the German troops 
for their own support. The peasants and 
poor are without the necessities of life 
and conditions of starvation grow more 
acute every day. Even where there is a 
supply of wheat available the peasants 
are not allowed to use their windmills, 
owing to the German fear that they will 
send signals to the Belgian army. 


Situation Unprecedented. 
We are therefore face to face with a 
fact which has rarely if ever occurred in 
the history of the world—an entire na- 
tion is in a state of famine and that within 
half a day’s journey of our own shores. 

The completeness of the destruction 
in each individual case was explained to 
me later by the Belgian ministers who 
described numerous appliances which the 
German soldiers carried fox destroying 
property. Not only were hand bombs of 
various sizes and descriptions carried but 
each soldier was supplied with a quantity 
of small black discs; a little bigger than 
a six penny piece. 

“I saw some of these discs which had 
been taken from German soldiers on the 
field of battle. These were described to 
me as composed of compressed benszine. 
When lighted they burn brilliantly for a 
few minutes and are sufficient to start 
whatever fire is necessary after the ex- 


plosion of a bomb.“

Dvery one in the café stood up and 
cheered.

Can you imagine a force of 600 men, in 
lines of six, fifty to a squad, keeping up 
an even, unbroken march of six miles 
an hour over paving stones so hilly and 
rough that it is like crossing the Alps to 
cross the street? 

It was an unbearably hot night, sticky 
with the heat of Naples, and these men 
were laden down with equipment, pro- 
vis ont, etc. But there was not one who

British Agree to _ Permit 
Shipment to Holland and 
Other Neutral Nations. 


LIFT ANILINE EMBARGO 


Washington, D. O. Oct. 1--Conferences 
now progressing in “Washington and 
London are expected to result in a few 
days in a complete understanding be- 


twéen the United States and Great Brit- 


ain regarding conditions under. which 
American products may be shipped to 
neutral European countries and the prod- 
ucts of those countries, as well as of 
belligerent countries, transported to the 
United States without interference from 
British or French cruisers. 


Not to Seize All Goods, 

A statement issued tonight by Coun- 
sel Lansing denied that the British 
ambassador had given notice that Great 
Britain intended to seise goods listed as 
conditional contraband, destined for Ger- 
many, even if they were carried in neu- 
tral ships and consigned to neutral ports. 

In fact, earlier in the day Ambassador 
Sir Ceeil Spring-Rice notified the state 
department that Great Britain would not 
interfere with shipments of foodstuffs 
from the United States to Holland, 

Great Britain aleo has agreed to re- 
lease any seized cargoes as soon as it is 
established that their destination is Hol- 
land. It is understood that Great Brit- 
ain has impressed upon Holland that. ac- 
cording to its duties as a neutral state, 
it must not permit. foodstuffs or other 
cargoes destined to the German army to 
passa its borders. 

The practical effect of the arrangement 
ie expected to be that foodstuffs may 
possibly pass into Germany if it is clearly 
established that their use is to be con- 
fined to civilians, as in notifying the 
United States of its action the British 
stipulated no restrictione on deatinationa. 


LIT EMBARGO on ANILINE, 

LONDON, Oct, L—The embargo on the 
exportation of aniline oil from Great 
Britain has been raised. The American 
consul general, Robert P. Skinner, has 
been actively agitating for this action in 
order to relieve the dye shortage which 
has threatened American factories.

„We have just begun to tap our te- 
sources,“ declared Karl Bitel, chairman 
of the Nnance committee. “‘ Thus far, we 
have not solicited funds from many of 
the wealthier Germans. Until now, the 
contribution of German Hod Carriers’ 
union No. 6 has been typical of all those 
we have received, Some time ago three 
men, dressed in laborer’s clothes, walked 
into the office. One of them was carrying 
a satchel, which he emptied on the coun- 
ter. When we counted the money, we 
found $5,000 had been collected at a mt · 
ing of the union.”

The attack on the board, however, 
charges that it has disgraced the county, 
squandered the people’s muney and im- 
paired the administration of the depert- 
ments of the county government.”

A COMMON SENSE WATERWAY. 

Great credit must inure to Gov. Dunne for the 
stimulus he has given to the creation of a common 
sense waterway through the Desplaines and Illinois 
rivers, | 

That we have not a waterway through the IIIi- 
nois river is chiefly due to the visionary and ex- 
travagant plans of many self-styled deep waterway 
‘exponents. 

The old “Cooley” plan with its twenty-four 
foot, $40,000,000 minimum created a distrust of the 
whole project in the mind of the conservative citizen. 

Spurred on by the visionaries, the “ official” plan 
for a fourteen foot channel had little relation to the 
demands of commerce. 5 
The plan recommended by Gov. Dunne’s com- 
mission, utilizing forty-five miles of the eventual 
channel and only twenty miles of the tadpole ditch, 
is a long step in the direction of progress. 

If the personnel of the commission appears light, 
the sanity of its views recommends it. 

It would be well to have some thoroughly expe- 
rienced engineer like George M. Wisner or Frederic 
Sterns check over the estimates. 

It would also be good sense for Gov. Dunne to 
confer with the officials of the Economy Power and 
Light company to see if the state and the company 
can agree upon terms for the construction of a dam 
at Dresden Heights and for the waterway’s water- 
power development through Joliet. The respective 
rights of the state and company have now been 
defined by the Supreme court. It is to the interests 
of all that both the waterway and the waterpower 
be immediately developed. 

Gov. Dunne has made a good beginning. It is to 
be hoped that he will carry it to a successful con- 
clusion. a | 


BEFUDDLING JURORS IN GRAVE CASES 
It has been shown that there is neither law 
nor practical institutional, provision for certain 
classes of mental defectives whom the new scien- 
tific psychology declares to be many degrees below 
normal and yet medically “sane.” In cases where 
such defectives are the defendants the jurors are 
not permitted by law to get facts that they ought 
to know. 
But under our antiquated system of criminal 
justice the law does even worse things than these 
in other serious cases. In cases where the de- 
tense is temporary insanity, brain storm, or “ tran- 
sitory frenzy —the last phrase will have a run, 
we may be sure—our fearful-wonderful way of 
using alienists and experts actually befuddles and 
confuses the jury. The abuses of expert testimony 


and how each side can command all the testi- 


for its purpose inevitably revives the discussion of 
remedies for this abuse. 

Statutory legislation is suggested. It is argued 
that the state—not the prosecution—or the court 


Alone should employ experts and pay them u ren-} 


sonable amount for their services. This is the 
German way. It is a way that temoves tempta- 
tion and insures impartiality. . When differences 
or opinion arise, it is certain that they are scien- 
tific differences, and ‘not differences due to the 
bias resulting from employment by this or that 
side. it has been suggested, further, that if this 
plan be deemed too radical, or unconstitutional, an 
alternative is available: Let the respective sides 
hire their experts as now, but let the court sum- 
mon experts on its own account and thus give 
the jury the benefit of impartial testimony. 

It is extremely donbtful whether even the mild 
alternative would pass muster. under our unre- 
formed criminal law. Constitutional provisions 
appear to militate against the use of experts by 
the court or by the state, and a defendant con- 
vieted by the testimony of such experts would 
have no trouble in‘ obtaining a reversal.

Wisconsin issued a bulletin in which it 
gave the following method of making 
buttermilk cheese: 

Heat a quantity of buttermilie to 180 
or 140 degrees (about scalding hot) and 
them let it stand for half an hour. Most 
of the curd will rise to the top, and 
the whey may be drawn ok. The curd is 
collected in a cheesecloth bag and bert 
to drain from one to four hours. 

When dry enough the curd should be 
evenly salted, one ounce of salt being 
about the right amount for five pounds of 
curd. The cheese is then ready for im- 
mediate use. It may be kept in a refrig- 
erator for a week or more without losing 
in. quality. 

** Buttermilk cheese may be eaten alone 
or, like cottage cheese, mixed with cream. 
For use in sandwiches or salads it may 
be mixed with butter, Spanish pimento, 
paprika, chopped pickles, olives, or nuts. 

Two creamery men report the gale of 
28,000 pounds of buttermilk cheese dur- 
ing the last season.

Rev. D. Soederblom, has just ad- 
dressed a most remarkable letter 
to the archbishop af Canterbury, 
primate of England; in which he con- 
demns in no measured terms the griev- 
ous wrong which he insists that Great 
Britain has done to Germany. and to the 
‘cause of: Protestantiam in siding with its 
toes. 

In order to understand this eomewhat 
amazing document, which is entirely in 
keeping with a sermon which he deliv- 
ered in the Swedish church on the Orani- 
enburger street in Berlin the other day, 
it is necessary to explain that the Swed- 
ish prelate, all of whose public prayers 
are for the victory of Germany, was up 
to the time of his relatively recent ele- 
vation to his present high office a profes- 
sor of ecclesiastical history in the Ger- 
man university of Leipsic. He spent sev- 
eral years in that capacity at Leipsic, 
and indeed received a considerable por- 
tion of his religious and secular training 
and education in the dominion of the 
kaiser. 

The archbishop is still a relatively 
young man, who has not yet acquired that 
expérience which only comes with years, 
an experience which would have caused 
him to realize the importance which there 
is for a dignitary of his position, the 
primate of a kingdom whose very exist- 
ence may be said to depend upon the 
strict observance of neutrality, to avoid

The Lutheran state churches of Scan- 
dinavia, unlike those of Germany, have 
their full fledged episcopal hierarchy, 
and whereas Denmark and Norway aré 
content with bishops, Sweden has in addi- 
tion théreto an archbishop—namely: the 
archbishop of Upsala, who is also ex 
officio chancellor of the principal and 
oldest university of the kingdom in that 
city. The cathedral of the archbishop, 
which contains the tomb of King Gus- 
tavus Vasa, dates from the year 1260, and 
in the silver shrine to the right of the 
altar, are the relics of the national patron 
saint, Eric. Upsala has been for the last 
four or five centuries the intellectual 
center of Sweden, and I may add that at 
Upsala are also the burial places of Wo. 
den, Thor, and Freya, from whom we 
derive the name of our Wednesday, 
Thursday. and Friday.

Among the present primate’s predeces- 
sors has been the Most Rev. Archbishop 
Knud von Scheele, who made an episco- 


ago, incidentally calling upon President 
Taft at the White House to deliver to him 
a personal message of good will and of 
friendship from his sovereign. 

In Germany the Lutheran diocesansare 
entitled not archbishops or bishops but 
superintendents and consistorial council 
ors. Indeed, there has been but one Lu- 
theran bishop to my knowledge, namely, 
the bishop of Jerusalem, who represented 
jointly the Lutheran and Episcopal state 
churches of England at Jerusalem during 
the reign of Frederick William IV. of 
Prussia and the early portion of the reign 
of Queen Victoria. The system did not, 
however, work well, and when the joint 
bishop died no one was appointed by the 
Prussian government to succeed him. 

It may be opportune to add that the 
Lutheran church issues bulls of judg- 
ment and of excommunication, just like 
the Roman Catholic and the Protestant 
Episcopal churches. Thus, the presby- 
tery of the Lutheran state church of Wit- 
ten, in Germany, some time ago issued the 
following decree of excommunication 
egainst one of the members of the church:

Dr. Emil Lederer, the eminent German 
economist, in a remarkable letter pub- 
lished in the Vossiche Zeitung, declares 
without hesitation that the present war 
has “smashed German industry to 
atoms.” According to him all the links 
uniting the various trades have been 
broken. The crisis with regard to money 
and credit, which occurred in the first 
instance, was accentuated by the neces- 
sity of financing the war by a single 
stroke. 

The attempts made to meet the crisis 
by liquidating assets only made matters 
worse. He adds that the unfortunate 
thing is that this liquidation, which is 
customary at all times of crisis, has not 
in the present instance affected merely 
a small body of speculators, but all Ger- 
man industry, which is on a wrong basis, 
being dependent almost entirely on for- 
eign capital, the supply of which has 
ceased, 

The result of all this, according to Dr. 
Lederer, is that in spite of the increasing 
absorption for military purposes of men 
capable of working, there is an increase 
of unemployment among those who re- 
main behind. Even women cannot find 
employment. Day after day, every day. 
witnesses the shutting down of indus- 
trial undertakings of one kind and an- 
other. Those which continue at work 
are doing so in a half-hearted way, and 
with a much diminished output, :

„Please print a recipe for cooking egg 
pant, i J..." 

We have printed lately by request two 
recipes for cooking egg plant. The third, 
t.uffed egg plant, is perhaps the best of 
all. Parboil a fine egg plant for ten min- 
utes ir hot salted water. Let it get per- 
fectly cold and halve lengthwise. Scrape 
out the center, leaving walls an inch 
thick: Chop the pulp you have taken 
out fine; add to it a half cup of minced 
chicken or veal, cooked, a haif cup of fine 
rrumbs a tablespoon of melted butter, 
enlt arc pepper to taste. Mix well; wet 
with stock or gravy to a stiff paste and 
fin the hollowed halves with this. When 
full and rounded sprinkle the stuffing 
with bieaqg erumbs and lay the halves 
side by side in a bake pan, pouring a 
i‘ rge cup of soup stock or gravy around 
tuem, Beke nearly an hour, basting 
every ten minutes with the gravy. Re- 
move the egg plant carefully to a hot 
dish and cover while you thicken the 
gravy ip the pan with browned flour; 
boll up once on the top of the range, stir- 


‘ring constantly, and pour this browned 


sauce about the hase of the halved egg 
plant.

Mayor Harrison and Chief of Police 
Gleason yesterday made almost identical 
replies to Municipal Judge Gemmill’s crit- 
cism of the police department before the 
council committee on crime. 

The jurist had said pickpockets oper- 
ate successfully in Chicago because 
„ some policemen ’’ profit from an organ- 
ized system of thievery. The representa- 
tives of the city retaliated by placing the 
responsiblity for the pickpockets’ escape 
from justice squarely on the shoulders 
of the judges of the municipal courts. 

“T agree with the judge that there 16 
something wrong when 200 or more known 
pickpockets continue to operate success- 
fully in Chicago,” said Mayor Harrison, 
„ and if he wants my idea of the only way 
to put an end to these conditions it is that 
he get the newspapers to take up & cam- 
paign against them. 


Rid City of Gunmen. 

“When we were doing our best to rid 
the city of gunmen, our efforts were futile 
until the newspapers began to hammer 
at it. Then judges who had been letting 
gun toters go witha reprimand or a fine 
of $1 began to give them the limit. That 
ala the work, and the same plan will work 
now against the pickpockets when every- 
thing else has failed. 

“‘ The police do bring in the pickpockets. 
That I know to be a fact. But when they 
are brought into the Municipal court they 
are released. If the judges would co- 
operate with the police, it would be but 
a short time before the city is cleaned up.” 


Agrees with Mayor. 

Chief Gleason, without having heard of 
the mayor’s interview, discussed the situ- 
| ation tn almost the same way. 

“Members of the force are bringing in 
known pickpockets every day, only to see 
them released,” he said. “They are 
brought in under a provision of the dis- 
orderly conduct ordinance covering all 
known thieves, pickpockets and criminals 
found Witering about. In such cases the 
minimum fine is $100. 

“ The Municipal court complaint forms 
cover these cases, but when a policeman 
brings in a man under this provision of | 
the law the court asks what the evidence 

| against the prisoner is and when it Is told | 
discharges the man and reprimands the | 
policeman. If the law or the complaint | 
form does not satisfy the judges they 
should say so in order that we may have 
the ordinance amended to meet their | 
views. But they are silent on that score.’
